Night on the Brink of the Arroyo 
Seco—Will Call Upon the County 
Supervisors to Pass Another. 
Ordinance. 


Undismayed by the decision of tne 
Supreme Court, which declares the 
county ordinance unconstitutional, and 
has the effect of giving at least a tem- 
porary lease of life to the Lowe gas 
nuisancé in the Arroyo Seco, but 
strong in the justice of their cause, 
the people of Garvanza gathered. at 
the Judson Art building last night, 
to further express their indignation at 


the invasion of their rights and the 


destruction of their peace and happi- 
ness.

Hughes proposed buying It, so that the 
club would have the distinction of own- 
ing its own home. To effect this suc- 
cessfully, a “holding” corporation was 
formed, and $1000 bonds, to the num- 
ber of thirty-seven, were prepared and 
taken by league members.

The designer of all this is A. B. Ben- 
ton, who brought from the storehouse 
of his artistic imagination Riverside’s 
beautiful hostelry, the Glenwood. Ho- 
tel. 
In the rear is the big kitchen, a long 
and airy pantry, and two cosy private 
dining-roomse—which may be turned 
into one room on occasion. 
Below, in the heavy-walled base- 
ment that once held buzzing ener- 
ators and the terminals of thousands 
of telephone trunk lines, workmen 
vere yesterday putting the final 
straightening touches to a double 
bowling alley of the latest regulation 
model.

Even as the citizens of the beautiful 
and growing suburb held their coun- 
cil of protest on the brink of the Ar- 
royo, in the building which is desig- 
nated as the Academy of Fine Arts 
qf the University of Southern Califor- 
la, out of the south windows could 
be seen the belching flames and vol- 
umes of black smoke and noxious 
fumes rising in dense, curling masses 
from the smokestack of the Lowe Gas 
Works, the top of the stack being 
lower than the ground upon which the 
academy stands. 3 
Up out of the Arroyo into the dark 


sky rose the pillar of destruction, - 


luminated by the flames that burst with 
it from the ‘stack, which instead of 
carrying it above the handsome sur- 
rounding residences, releases it on a 
level with their foundations, to spread 
out and envelop them as in a cloud too 
nauseous and noisome to be described. 

It is little wonder that the people of 
Garvanza are desperate, and deter- 
mined to fight to the last ditch, until 
they obtain justice. The meeting lasr 
night was presided over by F. H. 
Brown and its sentiments were ex- 
pressed in a set of resolutions, the 
adoption of a petition to the county 
Supervisors to pass another ordinance, 
and the apointment of a committee to 
make their action effective. , 

“The decision of the Supreme Court” 
declares the protest, “is based largely 
upon the assumption that the district 
is uninhabited and composed largely 
of waste land, and on the further as- 
sumption that the statements of the 
gas company are true, in which they 
allege that they make gas and coxe 
under a new process and with improvea 
machinery which does not permit che 
escape of gas, noxious fumes or smoke. 

“We have occular demonstration each 
day that such statements are unt eue, 
in that the works do actually emit 
enormous quantities of smoke, gas and 
bad-smelling vapors, and the said gas 
works have become a nuisance.” 

The petition to the Supervisors sets 
forth that the protestants are residents 
of the cities of Los Angeles and South 
Pasadena; that the allegations of the 
Lowe Gas Company are untrue, and 
that the “sald works are now a public 
nuisance and seriously interfere with 
the enjoyment 6f our property as a 
place of residence.”

Mrs. Brooks Coolly Robbed 
by Supposed Friend. 


Gets Check Cashed, Never 
Sees the Cash. 


Police Looking for Walters 
and His Wife. 


Seriously ill, almost sightless from 
disease, and suffering great pain, Mrs. 
A. M. V. Brooks of No. 848 Wall street, 
appeared at the Police Station last 
night to report a crime which left her 
practically penniless. She is suffering 
from erysipelas and can hardly walk. 
She had left her bed to go to the sta- 
tion, because there was no other person 


in the house, and she had no other) 


means of communicating with the of- 
ficers to tell them how she had ben 
robbed. 

Five minutes after she entered the 
detectives’ office telegrams were sent

The story Mrs. Brooks toll showed 
how easy it was for a rain to make 
away with her money. Walters acd 
his wife had been staying it No. 724 
South Los Angeles street. They had 
known Mrs. Brooks in W.. I- 
ters having been employed as a brake- 
man on the Denver and Rio Grande 
Railroad. When he came here he vis- 
ited Mrs. Brooks, and since she became 
ill, he or his wife called upon her fre- 
quently. 

Recently a remittance of $495 was red 
ceived from Denver by the National 


Bank of California for Mrs. Brooks, 


and inasmuch as she needed the money, 
she asked Walters to have a check 
cashed for her, and bring her the 
money. He readily consented, and yes- 


| terday morning she signed a check for 


him, and he left her room, telling her 
he would return by noon with her 
money. Mrs. Brooks has not seen him 
since, and the police would like to 
know where he is. 

Mrs. Brooks was careful to exact 
from Walters a written statement to 
the effect that he had received a check 
from her, that he was simply acting 
as her agent and messenger, and that 
he agreed to bring the money to her 
as soon as he could get it from bank. 

Inquiry at the bank elicited the in- 
formation that the check was cashed 
for Walters, but what became of him 
after he left the bank is not known. 
He and his wife left their rooms on 
South Los Angeles street yesterday 
afternoon but did not say where they 
were going. Whether they took their 
personal belongings is not known, be- 
cause no person at that address could 
give the detectives that information 
last night. It also cannot de stated 
whether his wife knew of his finan- 
clal transaction with Mrs. Brooks, but 
her description has been sent out by 
the authorities in the hope that if she 
ts found her husband will also be lo- 
cated. 

Walters is a member of the Brother- 


hood of Railway Tralnmen, but has not 


been long employed on railroads in this 
section. For a time he was-a brake- 
man on a passenger train running be- 
tween Los Angeles and San Pedro, and 
at other times he worked in a similar 
capacity on the train running into Im- 
perial. He is about 32 years of age, 5 
feet 9 inches in height; weighs between 
165 and 175 pounds; has a very dark 
complexion as a result of exposure to 
the sun. He has brown eyes, hair and 
mustache. He wears either a dark- 
mixed suit or a railroad uniform. His 
wife is a handsome woman of about 27 
years.

Mehment of a children’s playground in 
the Seventh or Eighth Wards was ta-

Pool Rooms. 


The ordinance prohibiting minors 
from entering pool rooms, which was 
siated for passage yesterday, was upon 
motion of Davenport referred back to 
the Police Commission. Some time ago 
the Commission recommended that the 
age at which it was unlawful! for boys 
to visit pool rooms and billiard parlors 
we changed from 17 to 21 years. The 
Ordinance presented made this change. 

The large pool room _ proprietors, 
however in the meantime went before 
the Police Commission and claimed 
that as far as they were concerned 
such regulations were unnecessary. 
Upon their representations the Com- 
missionere decided to ask the recall of 
the ordinance to allow the pool-room 
owners to appear before them again 
for a final ‘:earine. At the suggestion 
of the Commissioners, Mr. Davenport 
asked that the matter be referred to 
the Police Commission. 


Speed Ordinance. 


An ordinance regulating the speed of 
horses and vehicles on the streets was 
passed. The time in the business dis- 
trict is made four miles per hour at 
street intersections and twelve miles 
per hour in all other places as far 
south as Washington street. In the re- 
mainder of the city there ts no restric- 
tion. save that they shall not be al- 
lowed to run at a 3 greater than 
is reasonable and proper, having due 
regard to traffic. 


Conduit Ordinance. 
The conduit ordinance was passed 


unanimously. 
It provides for an annual extension 
of the conduit district two miles each 


year. 

At the first meeting in November of 
each year it is provided that the Coun- 
cil shall adopt an ordinance specifying 
what streets and portions of streets 
shall be included In these extensions. 

Iron poles not exceeding eight inches 
in diameter will be allowed for the 
support of street lights and electric 
trolley wires.

Improvements in the way of 
sidewalks and curbs representing an 
expenditure of about 8800 will at once 
be made.

TRIAL OF A. J. TAYLOR FOR 
FORGERY BEGINS.

Much Interest Attached to the 
Part that His Associate, Master- 
son, Will Play in the Case—Some- 
thing of the Inner Workings of the 
National Construction Company. 


At last the first of the conspirators 
who banded together to loot the treas- 
ury of the Continental Building an! 
Loan Association of San Francisco 
bas been brought to trial. Of the trio 
who were charged with these intricate 
and involved frauds, A. J. Taylor is 
the first to stand trial, and yesterday 
he appeared the same debonair look.ng 
young man as when first arrested. 

Deputy District Attorney Fiemiag 
has charge of the case for the prose .u- 
tion, and Frank Finlayson is ass9c‘- 
ated with him. Davis, Rush & Willis 
and Frank James are attorneys for tne 
defendant, and this quartette of attor- 
neys may be expected to inject what- 
ever of liveliness may enter into the 


case. 

The specific charge against Taylor 
is that he forged the names of E. E. 
and 8. W. Means, and also the name of 
Eva 8., the wife of S. W., and Mary, 
wife of E. E. Means. The Means fam- 
fly were supposed to have negotiated a 
loan from the Continental Building 
and Loan Association on certain prop- 
erty at Pasadena. A deed was made to 
this property in consideration of $2850, 
and was made to the California Safe 
Deposit and Trust Company, as trus- 
tee for the San Francisco association. 
The deal was negotiated by Taylor at 
Pasadena in the office of the National 
Construction Company, one of the side 
issues in which Taylor, Christy and 
Masterson were interested.

Mrs. Mary Thomasson was ordered 
committed to Highland by Judge Wil- 
bur yesterday, on the insanity charge.

MRS. WESTLAKE’S CLAIM. 
TUNNEL HELPED REAL ESTATE. 

The building of the Third-street 
tunnel boosted real estate on the west- 
ern end, but the increase in values 
did not apparently always find their 
way into the pockets of the bona-fide 
property owners, 

Mrs. A. M. T. Westlake owned sev- 
eral lots at the corner of Flower and 
Third streets, and was in financial 
straits in the year 1896. She wanted 
to sell her property, but before the tun- 
nel was built property wasn't worth 
much and sales were not readily made. 
But friends offered her a helping hand, 
and she accepted the proposition that 
was made by them. 

Just what the exact agreement was 
was the matter of dispute that Judge 
Trask was threshing out yesterday. 
Mrs. Westlake averread that Martin 
O’Nell and his wife offered to sell the 
property for her, but suggested the ad- 
visability of her conveying it to them 
so that they might handle it the more 
easily. They told her that in any case 
if they sold it the proceeds would be 
more than would be derived at Sher- 
er's sale, and as Mrs. Westlake was 
in difficulty the probability of her prop- 
erty being sold by the Sheriff was not 
remote. 

On this understanding Mrs. West- 
lake conveyed the property, and the 
O’Neils paid off about $675 on a mort- 
gage and gave her $568.20 to pay off 
certain liens against it. That was all 
the money that she ever got from her 
property. It was all that she was en- 
titled to, according to the O'Neils. 
Their contention was that they pur- 
chased the property when she was in 
difficulty and needed the money, and 
when the property was worth very lit. 
tle.. 

In any case the O’Nells did well out 
of he transaction. for though the 
first lot sold for onlv $675 in 1897. the 
last one, disposed of in 1900, brought 
$2110. From. the entire property was 
netted the sum of $4900. The opening 
up of the Third-street tunnel had acted 
as the stimulus, and upon thinking it 
over, Mrs. Westlake determined to 
make the O'Neils live up to what they 
had promised, according to her ver- 
sion. Then she brought suit to recover, 
contending that the conveyance she 
had made was in the nature of a mort- 
gage, and that the O'Neils were to pay 
off all indebtedness on- the lots and 
then account to her for the balance 
of the money. 

Quite a good many points were in- 
volved in the contention set up, the 
statute of limitations being one, but 
Judge Trask ultimately found for the 
plaintifY in the sum of $3593.80, the full 
amount claimed. Thus the old lady 
comes into the benefits accruing to the 
Third-street property owners by the 
bullding of the tunnel. 


MELVILLE IS FREE. 
THE COMPLAINT DISMISSED. 
There was a terrible splutter when 
J. H. Melville, erstwhile manager of 
the Fidelity Abstract Company, was 
arrested on the charge of embezzle- 
ment. The full story of his alleged 


wrong-doings were made public, and 
the persistence of his wrong-doing 
even after he had been detected and 
saved from trouble by old time friends, 
was all set out with a circumstantiality 
of detail that there appeared to be no 
gainsaying. 

But all that has passed away, appar- 
ently, for yesterday the District Attor- 
hey. went into Justice Pierce's court 
and moved that the complaint against 
Melville be dismissed. Capt. Freder- 
icks said that he had taken the step 
in order to clear the record; that Mel- 
ville had been haunting his office in- 
sisting that either the case either be 
brought to trial or else dismissed, and 
as the complainants showed a great 
reticence in the matter he had dis- 
missed it for want of prosecution.

BARNARD LOST AN EYE. 
RECEIVED NO DAMAGES, . 

To dodge along any of the crowded 
thoroughfares on a bicycle is not unat- 
tended with danger to life and limb, 
but there are numbers of people that 
try the game. Clark E. Barnard did, 
and he is now sorry for it. 

On June 6 of last year, he was pedal- 
ing down Main street on his wheel, 
and at the corner of Main and Fourth 
got tangled up in the congestion of 
electric cars coming and going. He 
thought he saw his way out of the 
difficulty and shot ahead—right in 
front of another car. Next instant 
he was knocked to the pavement, his 
body was battered and bruised and 
worst of all his right eye was so badly 
lacerated and torn that after being 
taken to his home it was removed. 
The cheek bone, too, was fractured, 
and ever since Barnard has had to 
carry a silver drainage tube in his 
right jaw.

Ellis and Church—not 
to mention the pain, suffering and 
personal loss he had suffered.

TO ESCAPE JURY ONLY. 
WHY HE I8 NOT A CITIZEN. 
Fred Smith has for some time past 

been trying to assuege the thirst of

“Well, I suppose you had good reason 
for not becoming a citizen,’’ said Jus- 
tice Young, to which Hamilton re- 
plied: “Why, the reason is right here,“ 
referring to his being brought into 
court to serve on a jury. 

The stand taken by Mr. Hamilton 
was so irritating to Deputy District- 
Attorney Keyes that he would willingly 
excuse the juror, for he certainly da 
not want any such men as he on the 
panel. 

The panel was quickly completed and 
in short order Smith was found guilty 
of the offense as charged. He will re- 
ceive his sentence this morning,. and 
this being his rst offense he will 
merely have to pay a fine. 


“LUCKY” BALOWIN’S NAME. 
ZELIFF USED IT FREELY. 

J. W. Zeliſt is the name of a man 
who preferred to take his chances 
in the State’s prison rather than face 
a trial. He was charged with for- 
gery for having passed two checks 
for $15.75 each, drawn on the Farm- 
ers’ and Merchants Bank, and pur- 
porting to be drawn by “Lucky” Bald- 
win. 

When it came the defendant's time 
to do a little talking he wasn't willing 
to make a clean. breast of it. He evi- 
dently wanted to save his face.“ 

“Judge, your honor,” he said, “you 
know that Mr. Riley pleaded guilty 
to forging these checks some months 
ago. ‘ 

But the court said he did not know: 
he had no remembrance of the fact, 
He thought it probable, however, from 
what Zeliff stated that Riley may have 
made the checks and that the defend- 
ant passed them along. In that case 
he also was guilty of forgery. 

“No, no, Judge, that isn't it.“ re- 
plied the defendant. “I have to plead 
guilty because [ haven't the money to 
fight the case, and I can't produce 
the evidence.” 

At this point District Attorney Fred- 
ericks chipped in saying that he would 
not consent to a plea of guilty under 
such circumstances, and the court, too, 
said that they were not sending inno- 
cent people to State's prison, and 
such a plea would not do. Then Zeliff 
was asked to tell just how the thing 
happened and the cofirt would soon 


tell whether he was innocent or 
guilty.

lottery than usual. There were fish 
everywhere, and in some places plenty 
of them. The consensus of expert opin- 
ion was that the high tides had stirred 
up an unusual amount of provender, 
and which is quite sufficient to account 
for the slump in piscatorial appetites. 
Those who knew the game and had 
luck on their side made little complaint 
in the evening, but the rank and file 
of the rod and reel army chalked up a 
rather pleasant day to the good, and 
let it go at. that.

Yellowfins: were there also, 
but not in their usual numbers, while 
the slabsides family knocked off opera- 
tions under the cannery for the time 
being. Quite a number of small bass 
were biting out in the stream. A 
leather medal was ordered for R. E. 
Nelson, commemorative of his bravery 
in attempting to clean out all the 
sharks and rat-tailed rays in the bay 
single-handed. That being too much of 
a job for even a Los Angeles con- 
tractor to perform, Mr. Nelson lost, 
but his efforts were both valiant and 
effective while they did last; he caught 
enough sharks to start up a cod-liver- 
oil factory.

FREIGHT CUT. 


LOCAL oil PRODUCERS WILL 
MAINTAIN PRICES. 


— 


Contracts at Former Rates Are 
Still Being Made and Home Oper- 
ators Say They Will Not Sell 
Cheapér—No Profit if Cut | is 
Made. 


Notwithstanding the heavy reduc- 
tion of freight rates on oll from Kern 
River to this city, and the conse- 
quent general depression of the ofl 
market, several contracts at good prices 
have been made during the past few 
days. The price of the local product 
has not dropped appreciably, and the 
prevailing rates range between 70 and 
80 cents per barrel.

HE PUBLIC FUNDS. 


Present indications are that the 
United States Treasury statement at | 
the end of the current fiseal year, June 
30, will show a deficit of over $50,000,- 
000. This showing is very likely to be 
seized upon by opponents of the ad- 
ministration and exploited for a great 
deal more than it is worth as a “damn- 
ing proof” of Republican extrava- 
gance,” “fiscal incompetency,” and 
other unpleasant things too numerous 
to mention. But the deficit, with all 
possible exploitation, will not yield a 
large amount of political capital. 

Since Republicans have been in con- 
trol of the government, a treasury def- 
icit has been almost nnknown—g 
mere reminiscence of Democratic 
financiering. The deficit for the cur- 
rent year will be due to unusual ex- 
penditures—$50,000,000 on account of 
the Panama Canal and $4,500,000 as a 
loan to the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition. Deducting these expenditures, 
the Treasury balauce-sneet for the first © 
eleven months of the year would show 
a surplus of nearly two and one-half 
millions. For the eleven months. 
ended May 31 the total receipts of the 
government were $493,300,230, and the 
expenditures aggregated $545,572,071, 
showing a deficit of $52,271,841. For 
the corresponding eleven months of 
the preceding year there was a sur- 
plus of $38,946,619; but there was no 
heavy outgo for the canal purchase 
nor for the World's Fair. 

There has Wen a falling off of about 
$17,000,000 in the government's re- 
ceipts for the first eleven months of 
tne current fiscal year as compared 
to the corresponding period of the 
preceding year. The loss in customs 
revenue was $22,000,000, but this was 
partly offset by a gain of $2,000,000 in 
internal revenues. The expenditures 
on account of the navy were increased 
by $19,000,000, and on account of pen- 
sions by $3,200,000. For civil and mis- 
cellaneous purposes, including the 
Panama and World's Fair payments, 
the increase was nearly $61,009,000, 
while the expenses of the War De- 
partment decreased by $3,000,000, in- 
debt 
decreased by $4,000,000, and the 
amount distributed to Indians was less 
by $2,000,000 than in the preceding 

ear. 

There need be no fear as to the con- 
dition of the Treasury. While the de- 
creased revenues and increased expen- 
year would 
have cut down the credit balance of 
last year to less than $2,500,000 ff the 
Panama Canal and the World's Fair 
payments had not been made, the af- 
fairs of the Treasury would still have 
been in good condition—as indeed they 
are now, notwithstanding these ex- 
traordinary payments. The so-called 
“working balance“ (free cash) in the 
Treasury at the end of May was about 
$43,000,000, not counting the $107,000,- 
000 in the national bank depositories, 
which may properly be counted as a 
part of the available cash balance, as 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States has declared the depository 
banks to be, in effeet, a part gf the 
Treasury. 

Our Democratic friends need not 
trouble themselves about the Treas- 
ury deficit, due to the causes above 
mentioned. They can rest assured 
that it will not become necessary to 
issue bonds, as did President Cleve- 
land during his last administration. 
They may be sure, further, that if 
bonds were issued they would not. be 
sold to a syndicate, at a loss to the 
government of many millions, when 
they could be sold direct to the people, 
at a saving of as, many millions. 


After a second reading, Perdicarita’s

“With a heavy crop of oranges, 
much puffy fruit, demoralized mar- 
kets, a grand row among the grow- 
ers over methods of selling and con- 
trol of shipping, and the head of the 
marketing organization under fire 
from dissatisfied producers, the citrus 
indugtry in Southern California is dis- 
couraged. 

“The inquiry naturally arises, will 
the so-called ‘normal conditions’ ever 
return? In other words, is not or- 
ange growing in the South overdone? 

“Bearing in mind the fact that thou- 
sands of acres of orange orchards in 
the southern part of the State are yet 
to come into bearing, so that the an- 
nual crop must increase for years 
hence with no more platting, the 
prospect of better prices in future 
may not be very happy. And there 
is a theory current that the quality of 


the southern orange crop has been 


impaired by excessive fertilizing, forc- 
ing the trees to unnatural production, 
and so weakening their vitality. 

“Fortunately for the orange indus- 
try in Central and Northern Califor- 
nia, it is not exposed to competition 
from the southern part of the State. 
The fruit of the northern groves is 
picked and marketed before New 
Year’s, and most of it weeks before 
Christmas, when the southern fruit is 
still green.” 

If the Bee thinks that our orange 
groves are going begging, it should 
send a representative down here to 
price some of the groves, planted in 
proper localitiea, and under proper 
conditions. He might be surprised. 

It js exceedingly kind of our north- 
ern contemporary to take so much in- 
terest in our affairs. The courtesy is 
appreciated for all it is worth. As to 
the conditions of the orange market, 
those prevailing during the past sea- 
son were entirely exceptional, due to 
several causes that are not likely to 
happen together again in half a cen- 


tury. Already there has for several. 


weeks been a marked improvement in 


the condition of the eastern orange 


markets, and growers have recently 
been obtaining satisfactory prices. 

The navel orange of California is 
“one of a kind,” having no serious 
competition among those who know 
a really good thing, and are able to 
pay for it. There is never likely to 
be any overproduction of) first-class 
nave] oranges, because the area of 
land on which such oranges can be 
raised on a commercial scale at a 
profit is quite limited. In passing, it 
may also be noted that practically all 
of the oranges—navel and otherwise— 
shipped from California are raised in 
the southern part of the State. The 
total Orange shipments of California 
last season aggregated about 25,000 
carloads. Of this large amount how 
many carloads were shipped from the 
counties north of Tulare? Possibly 
500 carloads, or 2 per cent., and this 
after the northern end of the State 
has been for a quarter of a century 
importing orange trees from South- 
ern California nurserymen. However, 
as The Times has previously re- 
marked, if the people and papers of 
Northern California wish to continue 
to try to make a specialty of a product 
that they never can possibly raise 
successfully on a large commercial 
scale, while ignoring the other 
specialties, in which they excel us, 
such as almonds, and cherries, and 
pears, and peaches, why then let them 
do so. It is none of our business. 

As to the argument that Northern 
California has an advantage because 
its oranges ripen earlier, this, on the 
contrary, is not an advantage, but a 
decided disadvantage, for the reason 
that these oranges when shipped East 
come in direct competition with the 
rapidly tncreasing crop of the revived 
| Florida groves. The Bee denies this 
competition, because that State does 
not produce a good seedless orange. 
This is true, so far as a small amount 
of fruit goes, but it would cease to 
be true if the shipments were large. 
Southern California growers have 
found that even apples are serious 
competitors of the orange, when they 
are plentiful. Here in this section, 
our growers aim to produce fruit as 
late as possible. The Late Valencia 
oranges, as a rule, sell for a much 
higher price than the best early fruit. 

It really seems to us that the Sac- 
ramento paper—and other northern 
papers—would be rendering better 
service to their constituents by en- 
deavoring to build up and develop the 
‘manifold resources of Northern Cali- 
fornia, rather than to be continually 
throwing unnecessary and unwar- 
ranted flings at their southern neigh- 
bors, who have taken hold of what 
‘was once called “the fag end of the 
State,” and are rapidly transforming 
it into a productive and prosperous 
paradise.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) June 12.—The la- 
bor unions of northern Arizona are 
after the political scalp of Sheriff Jo- 
seph I. Roberts of Yavapai county. He 
has had the affrontery to appoint depu- 
ties not recognized by the unions, 
chosen solely because of efficiency. He 
has also executed the orders of the 
District Court in the late labor trou- 
bles in the Big Bug  neighborhoud, 
wherein the miners’ union was enjoined 
from acts of lawlessness and aggres- 
sion. 
The McCabe Miners’ Union has 
adopted resolutions calling him an 
enemy of organized labor and will pub- 
lish him as such in the miners’ federa- 
tion organ at Denver. The trouble 
started in Roberts's own foolishness. 
Last campaign he was offered the vote 
of the unions if he would bind himself 
to them, body and breeches. He did 
so, 4nd signed the following agreement, 
just brought to light at McCabe: 
PRESCOTT, Sept. 22, 1962.—To whom 
it may concern: I, Joseph I. Roberts, 
in the presence of Aimighty God and 
the witnesses hereinafter appended, do 
solemnly promise and swear that if I 
am successful in being elected Sheriff 
of Yavaipi county, Ariz., in November, 
1902, I will appoint as deputies’ niem- 
bers of the various unions of Arizona, 
and that I will at afl times favor the 
producers of wealth as against the capi- 
talistic consumers thereof; and that in 
all strikes and lockouts my sympathy 
and official support will be with labor 
unions, 
[ Signed! JOSEPH I. ROBERTS. 
— G. W. Clark, Joseph P. 
Roberts does not deny signing the 
covenant, but excuses himself on the 
ground that he was simply playing the 
game of politics.

SANTA ANA. 
CAN'T HAVE TWO ‘PHONES. 

SANTA ANA, June 13.—A mild storm 
of protest is brewing mong the county 
officials at the courthouse over the re- 
fusal of the Board of Supervisors to 
install Home telephones in their of- 
fices. Every official in the building is 
amply supplied with ‘phones on the 
Sunset system, but since the introduc- 
tion of the Home system here several 
months ago considerable inconvenience 
has been experienced on account of:. e 
inability to communicate with couniy 
officials over the new lines. 

Not oniy have the Supervisors re- 
fused to put in Home phones at he 
courthouse at the county’s expense, but 
have also refused to give the officials 
permission to put them in their offices 
at thelr private expense. The reason 
for this action on the part of the board 
is found in the deadiock existing be- 
tween the county and the telephone 
company in regard to a franchise to op- 
erate on the county highways and 
streets. The lines now operated by the 
Home company and its long-distance 
connections within the county have 
been put in without a franchise, and 
repeated efforts on the part of the 
board and attorneys for the company 
to reach an agreement in regard to the 
provisions of the franchise, and the 
terms of Its sale have all failed. In the 
meantime the Supervisors do not re. 
ognize the existence of the company, 
and the county offices are forced to he 
without the ‘phones, so they answer 
their long-distance calls on the Home 
lines by walking down town to the 
public pay station, There is not the 
slightest prospect of a change in the 
situation, as all negotiations betweea 
the board and company are off.

VENTURA. 
POOR OUTLOOK FOR CROPS. 
(SPECIAL, CORKESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES } 
_VENTURA, June 13—John W. 
Newby of Moorpark, in the eastern end 
of the county, was in Ventura today. 
He is the Southern Pacific Warehouse 
Company's head man in that prolific 
section. Speaking of crop prospects 
there, Mr. Newby says there will be no 
grain—wheat or barley—raised there 


this year. Last year the grain yield 
was enormous. The hay crop 
promises an abundant yield, better 


than that of last season. The apricot 
crop and frult crop generally, from 
present appearances, will be about one- 
third that of normal, while the honey 
outlook is dismal. The bee men will 
have to feed their bees to carry them 
through the season. Last year Moor- 
park section raised an immense crop of 
blackeye beans. This season not a 
blackeye will be harvested. The sec- 
tion is the chief Blackeye location of 
the county, but prices for this product 
got so low that the growers held on to 
their beans, and in most cases still 
have them on hand. In the Moorpark 
warehouse alone are 10,000 sacks, The 
growers think if they go light on black- 
eyes this year prices will recover and 
they will be able to dispose of their 
blackeye holdings at something like 
a paying price. The section is good for 
, beans of most all kinds, excepting, per- 
aps, limas, and this year the growers 
have turned their attention to pinks 
and Lady Washingtons. This crop 
looks well and with proper summer 
— — weather will return a handsome 
yield. 


SEEKING “BOOZE” LICENSE. 


It is understood that a petition is 
circulating in the Ojai for permission 
to sell liquor n the hotels of the 
county. The petition ts said to have 
originated with the owners of the new 
foothills tourist hotel in that valley 
and that it is strongly backed by the 
various resort hotels in the moun- 
tains. This, on top of the local option 
petition recently presented to the 
Supervisors, will tend to complicate the 
liquor question before the board.

He was a prominent 
Odd Fellow, and that orcer will conduct 
his funeral.
